"Old —- will’ be, *éxcessive't in some 2,500,000 extent; and much the greater 
part of that excess is on farms, and the present prospect is, that most of 
the persons who are of that excess will stay on the farms." 
According to the writer “any program of farm relief, or long-time 

national policy as to agriculture, which does not take account of maturing 
youth on farms, is likely to run into unexpected difficulties."
